On the evening of March 25 , 1950 while the writer v/as on 
duty in the office, he received a telephone call from Inspector 
A. H. Belmont in the Bureau. Mr. Belmont stated that he v*as de- 
Girous of obtaining a transcript of the testimony of Matthew 
Gvetic made before the HGUA on either Friday, 3/2 4/50 or Thursday 
3/23/50. He stated that he specifically wanted the testimony 
of Gvetic in which he mentioned the names of persons engaged in 
Communist Party activities in Cambria County, Pa. Mr. Belmont 
wished to know if an agent of the WFO had been present at this 
testimony and obtained a summary of the information pending the 
receipt of the whole transcript. Mr. Belmont stated that if this 
testimony had been covered by an agent of this office he would 
like to have the benefit of it as soon as possible. 



Supervisor 



was contacted by phone and he advised 
that the testimony of Gvetic referr ed to above had not been covered 
by personnel of the WO. SA | | stated that the WFQ had been 
receiving the transcript of this testimony apprcKimately tv/o days 
after it had been recorded. 

In sp. Bel mont v/as furnished the results of the conversation 
v/ith SA | 1 at which time he stated that he Y/ould like to know 
if it Y/ould be at all possible for the WO to obtain the inform- 
ation he desired in a discreet manner prior to the receipt of the 
formal transcript. 

The writer contacted SA Nixon at his home and determined from 
him that he thought he could handle Mr. Belmonts reguest satisfact- 
orily through Mr. Louis Russill of the. HGUA. Mr. Belmont was so 
advised, after which SA Nixon contacted Mr. Belmont directly for 
more specific instructions r
